Schools lengthen 
Christmas vacation 



Students in the Antioch -Lake 
Villa- Lin denhurst area have 
the energy crisis to thank for" 
an extended Christmas vaca- 
tion. It is likely that all schools 
in the area will be closed at the 
end of the day December 21, to 
re-open on the morning of 
Monday, January 7. 

According to school superin- 
tendents or principals for 
Antioch Grade Schools (Dist. 
34), Emmons (Dist. 33), Grass 
Lake (Dist.. 36), Antioch 
Community High School (Dist. 
117), and St. Peter's School, an 
official decision has already 
Been made to extend the ' 
holiday vacation. 
^he original calendars for 
these schools I had students 
returning on Thursday, Jan- 
uary 3. However, in order to 



conserve some of the fuel that 
would be used to heat up the 
buildings for' the two days at 
the, end of the week, the 
vacation has been lengthened. 
Superintendent Palombi of 
the Lake Villa Grade Schools 
(Dist. 41) stated that the Board 
was to meet Tuesday evening, 
and he planned to ask them to 
extend the vacation. Palombi 
offered to bet $5 that the Board 
will go along with the other 
area schools; however, it 
should be noted that this does 
not constitute official action 
until the Board makes its own 
decision. 

The principal at Prince of 
Peace School in Lake Villa 
said that that school will go

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Stage set for 






The Antioch" Village Board - 
laid the groundwork for 
several projects proposed for 
coming months or years at its 
last meeting of the year, 
Monday night, December 17. 

Trustee Irv Walsh reported 
that his committee had decided 
to designate a specific routing 
and method of financing for a 
storm sewer to serve the 
Oakwood Knolls area. The 
storm sewer, which has been 
under- discussion for some 
time t would extend, generally 
from Maplewood Drive, in the 
southern end of Oakwood 
Knolls, across North Avenue to 
the northeast corner of the 
Curncs property, between 
Garys Drive . and Anita 
Avenue. It would alleviate 
flooding conditions, especially 
bothersome now after heavy 
storms. : ; 

Walsh proposed that the 
construction, be financed with 
$50,000 from the General Fund, 
$45,000 of Revenue Sharing 
funds, and $15,000 from Motor.. 
Fuel Taxes, The full . Board 
voted to accept the committee 
recommendations as to routing 
and financing, and to authorize 
the mayor and clerk to seek 
State approval, for the use of 
Motor Fuel Tax monies for the 
project. Village Clerk Marilyn 
Sterbenz predicted that bids 
would be sought as soon as 
final engineering drawings can 
be prepared and the State 
approval granted. . 

Applications were also 
signed at the meeting, .with 
Board approval, for various' 
permits required in connection 
with the planned repair of the 
Sequoit Creek enclosure under 
Main Street and the extension 
of a sanitary sewer on Main 
Street. 
Village Attorney Andrew 



Lynch explained to the trustees 
why he was Tccom mending— 
that the Village abandon its 
current condemnation suit 
regarding the Nelson property 
on Orchard Street next to the 
municipal and shopping plaza 
parking lots. Lynch stated that 
there arc conflicts between the 
various legal descriptions of 
the property. ; If the current 
suit is won on this basis. Lynch 
said, it could open the Village 
to possible appeals and further 
delay or reversal of the ruling. 
Lynch will seek to initiate new 
proceedings after the difficul- 
ties are worked out. 

Mayor Itohcrl Wilton pointed 
out that the appraisals on 
which the condemnation suit is 
based are *'at least four years 
old." .He asked Jhc attorney if 
new appraisals would be in 
order, -Lynch agreed that such 
action might be worthwhile. 

At this point, Wilton sug- 
gested that - looking ahead to 
the need for more parking in 
the business area - it might be 
a good idea to seek appraisals 
of all five pieces of property 
along the south side of Orchard 
Street, between Broadway and 
the plaza. 

Trustee - Rill Secmarin ex- 
pressed agreement, saying 
that . since he had been in 
Antioch the thrust seemed to 
be to encourage the growth of 
local businesses on which the 
life of ttie Village depended. If 
such a policy is not continued, 
he warned, the village might 
not continue to survive. 

Lynch. pointed out that if ac- 
tual condemnation proceedings 
were initiated against the 
properties in question, the 
. Village had .better have funds 
available to complete purchase 
of them, to which both Mayor 
Wilton and Clerk Sterbenz 



' replied that such monies are 
— noi .available now. 

At Wilton's suggestion, a. iiio:l 
lion was approved to investi- 
gate the cost of having •the five 
parcels appraised. 

Lynch also presented the 
draft of an. ordinance to adopt 
an official map and proposed 
standards governing develop- 
ments within one-and-a-half 
miles of ; the village limits. 
Such 'a' '. ; skeleton comprehen- 
sive plan" would meet the 
minimum, requirements of 
State law. in order to give t he- 
Village Board jurisdiction over 
developments within the mile- 
and-a-half limit. A public 
hearing will he held at 7:30 
p.m. January 7, 1974 on the 
proposed- ordinance. If ap- 
proved, the Village's proles-; 
sional planner has indicated 
that his firm will prepare the 
neccssa ry ma i ps "and si a nda rds 
for an addition to the contract 
fee of no more than $1,00(1, 

Earlier in the meeting, 
Haley quizzed the attorney 
about the procedure required 
for codification of Village 
ordinances. At present, each 
ordinance in the Village is a 
separate matter, except for the 
Zoning Ordinance and the 
Subdivision Ordinance. Such a 
situation makes it difficult to 
determine - without an exten- 
sive search -- what is legal or 
illegal in the village. 

Lynch revealed that some 
work is being done now to sort 
out the Liquor laws and 
pointed, also, to the proposed 
PUD Ordinance as another 
example of steps being taken 
toward codification. 

Codifying all the laws. 
though highly desirable. Lynch 
said, is ah immensely compli-

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CONGRESS NOT 



BY WATERGATE 

While it may appear to some 
that the Congress has confined 
its recent attention' to the 
Senate Watergate hearings, it 
seems well to observe that 
substantial legislative mea- 
sures, have been' enacted 
during the First Session of the 
93rd Congress, ending Decem- 
ber 21st. This and the 
Jsubsequent report from Wash- 
ington will summarize a few of 
these new laws. 

Vital legislative issues -such 
as those related to the, energy 
crisis, agriculture and law 
enforcement - have occupied 
center stage on Capitol Hill at 
varying times during 1973. 
Other, measures having a more 
limited national impact may 
. have escaped public notice 
notwithstanding that the 535 
members of the U.S. Senate 
.and House of Representatives 
have devoted long hours to 
their consideration and resolu- 
tion. 

Agriculture 

The new farm bill, entitled 
The Agricultural and Consu- 
mer Protection Act, embodies 
policies of expanded competi- 
tion and agricultural abun- 
— dancei-in— contrast — to— the- 




philosophy of scarcity and 
rigid controls dating back to the 
New Deal days of the 1930s. In 
lieu of so-called support prices, 
the new measure provides for 
a program of flexible target 
prices. - This sytem enables , 
agricultural; goods to reflect 
more accurately the free 
market price and permits the 
target prices to be adjusted 
from time to time as the 
economy fluctuates. The mea- 
sures also limits to $20,000 the 
amount which may be paid to 
any single farmer for taking 
land out of production. 
Law Enforcement 
In_the extension of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act, 
the Congress reflected the 
growing interest in revenue 
sharing as a basis for federal 
programs in contrast to the 
complex categorical grant 
system, which encourages 
top-heavy bureaucracies. In 
addition to the formula grants 
available for local and state 
law enforcement and criminal 
justice purposes the 1973 
measure increases the autho* 
rity of the National Institute of 
Law Enforcement and Crimi- 
nal Justice' sponsored by this 
Member of Congress. Thus, the 
National Institute becomes the . 
principal clearing house for 
innovative law enforcement 
and criminal justice projects, 
and provides a much-needed 
mechanism for administering 
regional training programs.. 
Regional training should result 
in improved community rela- 
tions greater emphasis^ on 
crime prevention and more ■ 
modern methods of criminal - 
rehabilitation. The training 
jM-programs^rje rdei^hed &fea*fo$& 



improve the quality of investi- 
gative, prosecutorial and judi- 
: cial personnel. 

Health Care 

in the area of Health, the 

Congressenacted the Emcrgen- 

lf ! ey Health Services Act, to 

provide special health care 

services in cases of accident 

and other emergencies. This 

*. program marks an extension 

of the existing law- which has 

enabled the development of 

trauma centers in several 

areas of our 13th Congressional 

District. 

Schools 
A comprehensive education 
bill aimed . principally at 
elementary and secondary 
education programs must a- 
wait action in the Second 
Session of the 93rd Congress. 
However, positive action was 
taken to enlarge- both the 
school lunch and the school 
milk programs for the benefit 
of school children throughout 
the Nation. Otherwise, cduca- 
. tional needs were served by 
extending existing laws, and 
thereby providing stopgap 
answers until substantive 
changes can be embodied' in 
the new education bill to~b<T 
acted upon next year. 

Mass Transit ' 

The problem .of urban mass 
transit received its first 
substantial federal recognition 
in a bill that allocates 
approximately $1 billion from 
the Highway Trust. Fund for 
capital expenditures of urban 
mass transit systems through- 
out the Nation. This diversion 
of highway trust funds is. 
designed to limit traffic on our 
highways and help to provide 
much needed public transpor- 
tation in the urban areas or our 
Nation 

D.C. Home Rule 
.Home -.rule came to the 
District of Columbia in the 
enactment of the— first D.C. 
Home Rule Bill in almost 100 
years-While-WashingtonT-D.C.,— 
enjoyed local self-government 
with respect to its municipal 
affairs until 1878, the problem 
of restoring a locally elected 
city government to our capital 
city required great patience 
and persistence. The compro- 
mise D.C. Home Rule Bill as 
passed .during the ctosing 
hours of the First Session of 
the 93rd Congress is a 
substantial answer to the 
demand for local self-govern- 
ment in the District. 
War Powers 
Among the most controver- 
sial of the measures enacted at 
this session was the so-called 
War Powers Act, which limits 
sharply the authority of a 
President to commit American 
Armed Forces in foreign 
countries. The measure, which 
was enacted only after over- 
riding a presidential veto, 
requires the President to 
secure the approval of both 
Housesof the Congress within 
60 days of any troop commit- 
ment. In the absence of such 
Congressional approval, the 
President is required to order 
a . prompt withdrawal of all 
American forces. 

While the measures dis- 
cussed here affect all Ameri- 
cans, other measures such as 
the Social Security Amend- 
ments, bills aimed at allevia- 
ting the energy crisis, and 
measures affecting our veter- 
ans have an even greater 
individual impact. These and 
several other new laws high- 
lighting the First Session of the 
93rd Congress will be discussed 
next week in a sequel to this 
Report from Washington.

There's been a tot of soup 
consumed in the Antioch area 
in the past couple weeks. More 
than I5.0IMI cans, according to 
the principals at Antioch 
Grade School and St. Peter's 
School. 

How do they 'know? Their 
students brought in more than 
15,500 labels from Campbell 
Soup cans, as part of projects «jjj 
to earn audio-visual equipment 
for the schools. 

The nation al program spon- 
sored by the soup company is 
called Labels for Education. 

Tlu* co mpany promises to — 

=|il^ide : a7idnHvisiialei|iiipineiit- 
in return for old labels, which 
are then re-cycled. 

Antioch Grade School princi-, 
pal Harlan Ware said that 
10,700 labels were sent in, for* 
which the school is to receive 
two listening centers and a 
lape player. The listening 
centers allow as many as eight 
students to plug headphones 
into each center and hear 
records or tapes, without 
dislrubing the rest of the class. 
The tape player is not 
equipped with a recording 
mechanism, so there is no 
chance of the pre-recorded 
tapes being accidentally 
erased. 

Over at St. Peter's, l,K00 
' labels were sent in. Since the 
students at Antioch Grade 
School had collected about H00 
more labels' than they needed, 
these extras (including about 
200 extras that had been 
received from Millliuru School) 
were donated to St. Peter's. 

In a few weeks, St. Peter's 
School should be receiving a 
film strip projector and screen 
in return for their labels-. 

A competition was conducted 
among the different rooms at 
the Antioch Grade School to 
see which would bring in the 
most labels. Mr. Ware reveal- 
ed that Mrs. Liddle's 5th grade 
was the winning room with 
1.752 labels, over lltlll of these 
bought in on the last day, after t 
a door-to-door appear in the 
coin in unity.

Studentt at Antioch (District 
No. 34) grade schools willhave 
a longer Christmas vacation 
this year/ due to the energy - 
crisis. Howeyer, if the situation 
worsens; some students may 
have to wait for Jhis bus iit'„. 
"the dawn's early light," or 
there may be no bus coming at 
all. 

The District Board of Educa- 
tion agreed to go, along with 
other school's in the area,, 
extending the Christmas vaca- 
tion to run from December 22, - 
1973 to January 7, 1974. 
Originally, the District sche- 
dule called for students to 
return to school on Thursday, 
January 3. However, by adding 
Thursday and Friday to the 
holiday, the heating and 
electrical systems will not 
have to be fired up as soon. 
The schedule will be adjusted 
in the Spring to assure that 
students are In attendance for 
a sufficient number of days. 

The administration has also 
sent letters to all parents, 
informing them that school 
schedules will remain the 
same when Daylight Savings 
Time goes into effect nation- 
wide January 6, 1974. Also, the 
letters advised parents that 
certain changes may have to 
be made in the bus schedules, 
possibly eliminating some of 
the stops nearer the schools, in 
the event of a serious gasoline 
cut-back. 

Architect Don Anderson 
spoke to 'the Board about the 
work his firm has done thus 
far as 'to surveying Antioch 

Lower, Channel Lake and 

Oakland Grade Schools. Appar- 
ently, though, the Board had 
forgotten the reason the firm' 
was hired as there was much 
debate about the work done 
and the architect's fee. Ander- 
son attempted to clarify his 
position by stating that his 
firm was hired for remodeling 
purposes, not a Life-Safety 
survey, because such a survey 
was done only a couple of 
years before. Anderson and his 
colleagues happened "to stum- 
ble upon" .some violations of 
the Life-Safety code as they 
were surveying for the im- 
provements designated by the 
administration. The Board 
thought the architects were 
undertaking a Life-Safety sur- 
vey, too, but finally an 
understanding was reached. 
The final decision made on this 
matter was to' have the 
architects certify an addendum 
for the items listed to be 
repaired or remodeled and to 
. contact the other firm who had 
done the Life-Safety survey to 
certify their work. 

A major problem facing the 
administration is the septic 
system at the Oakland School. 
It is at its saturation point and 
is apparently seeping into the 
slough at the northwest comer

of the property. Bacteria from 
sewage, has been discovered 
there and the county could file 
suit against the school district 
.unless ' the septic system is 
fixed. The Board agreed to 
have it repaired as quickly as 
possible. Also, if this work is' 
certified ■ as- being— done— in- 
compliance with Life-Safety 
requirements, the money for 
it-will come from that fund, and 
not from another school fund. 
Business Manager Sam Kohr 
revealed that Antioch could 
qualify for $43,000 (for the 
payment of bonds and interest)

approves their request. This 
money could reduce taxes in.

This decision directly affects 
the Class of *77 (the freshmen 
class). The new system does 
not permit • failure, as 2(1 
credits will he required instead 

of Hi. including Hi academic 
and I non-academic (such as 
P.lv., Band, Choir, or Drama). 
However, if a student does fail 
a course, he will have to make 
it up in Sum mer School, which 
will be offered free of charge 
due to a new state law. 

ACHS has qualified for an HO 
percent reimbursable work- 
training program sponsored by 
the federal government. The 
administration has been verb- 
ally assured of one and a half 
years of -funding if we get into 
the program for the second 
semester. The government will 
then pay HO percent of any . 
travel involved, instructors' 
wages, and special expenses 
such as expensive gear re- 
quired to perform a job.

These areas, 
rated, from the strongest; to the 
weakest component, are: Per- 
sonnel, Occupational Pro- 
grams, Administrative Organ- 
ization, Students ' Served, Re- 
sources Utilized, Guidance, 
Objectives, and Evaluation.

Singapore htas been an 
independent republic ' since 

' 1965, when it separated from 
Malaysia. Now it is a teeming 
port filled with a variety of 
everything - types of people, 
religions, foods, etc. Rural. 
Malay homes on stilts, sky- 
scraper hotels, rambling tropi- 
cal residences and Chinese 
"tenements" all co-exist. '. 

Singapore has the highest 
standard of living in Southeast 
Asia, along with the highest 
accident rate. They have the 
second highest standard of 
living in all of Asia, next to 
Japan. There is about one car 
for every ten people, one 
doctor for every 700 people and 

. one, dentist for every 5,000 
people. There are a total of 17 
hospitals in the entire country. 
Since it is such a small 
country, there is an extreme 
shortage of land, making the 
cost as high as 1500 Singapore 

"dollars per Square^Footr - The~ 
average income per capita is a 
about 3,000 Singapore dollars 

. (U.S Dollars, less than 1,000). 
In the slum areas, it is 
common for a huge family to 
live in one 6x8 foot room. 

Forget the facts and figures. 
We found Singapore to. be one 
n;of our most enjoyable ports. 
We visited such places as 
Thieves Market, the Botanical 
Gardens, Tiger Balm Gardens, 
the Sultan Mosque, Boogie 
Street, Chinatown, the Temple 
of 1,000 Lights, and Elizabeth 
Walk. We saw a Malay 
Coconut Dance, a Chinese

ITS SNOWMOBILE 




AG 
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With the first heavy snowfall 
of the season, Antloch's 
anxiously-waiting legion of 
snowmobilers hit the roads and 
fields. With the dawn Thursday 
revealing a 4-inch blanket of 
the white stuff, some of the 
more eager enthusiasts were 
out. As the day passed, greater 
number were in evidence. 

The Antioch Police Depart- 
ment received so many phone 
calls Thursday morning - 
some from persons wanting 
information on snowmobile 
regulations, others from irate 
citizens lodging complaints - 
that one dispatcher was heard 
to mumble something about 
the police being unable to be 
everywhere. 

In the interests of clearing 
■ the air, here are some of the 
pertinent regulations from the 
Illinois Motor -Vehicle Code on 
the operation of snowmobiles. 
(Since the. Village docs not 
have a separate snow mobile 
ordinance, the State laws a.c 
in effect within the Village >. 

Snowmobiles must be regis- 
tered with the State, and an 
identification number must be 
displayed on the vehicle. In 
addition to at least one white 
headlight and one red tail light 
(both visible from 500 feet 
. under normal conditions) 
every, snowmobile must be 
equipped with adequate sound 
suppression devices and pollu- 
tion control equipment. 

It is unlawful to drive or 
operate any snowmobile at a 
rate of speed too fast for 
conditions, or in a careless, 
reckless or negligent manner. 
Also, a snowmobile may not 
legally be operated by any 
person under the Influence of 
intoxicating beverages. or nar- 
cotic or dangerous drugs. ~ ' 

Whenever any snowmobile is 
operated, at least one head 
light and one tail light must be 
lighted at all times. 

According to the State law, 
some places are off-limits to 
snowmobiles. These include: 
the tracks Or right-of-way of 
any operating railroad, or any 
area within, one mile of any 



nature, preserve or on any 
private property without ' the 
written consent of the owner. 

In general, snowmobiles may 
not be operated on any 
highway in the Stale of Illinois. 
A highway is specifically 
defined as "the entire width 
between boundary lines of any 
highway, road, street, avenue, 
alley, or public driveway." 
This includes the public 
right-of-way alongside the 
roadway. It also includes any 
public street or roadway within 
the Village. 

There arc three exceptions to 
this general rule: 

I) A snowmobile may be 
driven directly across a 
highway (oilier than limited 
access expressways) as long 

as the crossing is made at 
right angles to the roadway, 
the vehicle comes to a: 
complete stop before crossing 
the- road, and the snowmobile 
yields right-of-way to any 
traffic on the road being 
crossed. 

2> A 'snowmobile may he 
driven on highways, other than 
Stale highways or limited 
access expressways, when 
necessary to cross a bridge or 
culvert. 

• :t) A snowmobile may he 
operated along the right-of-way 
of any highway, other than a 
State highway or limited 
access expressway, as long as 
U is operated no less than 15 
feet from the actual roadway 
and In the' same direction as 
traffic. 

If a snowmobile is to be 
operated as provided in these 
exceptions, the operator must 
have a valid driver's license. 

Violations of these laws may 
subject the operator to fines of 
up. to $500 and or imprisonment 
for up to 30 days. 

A copy of the complete State

"This 
means (hat home storage 
areas such as utility rooms anjt 
garages shouldn't be used for 
gasoline, especially if heating 
equipment is located there."

"Carrying extra gasoline in 
the trunk of the car also can 
create an explosive situation," 
he further warns.. "Gasoline 
vapors can filter from the 
trunk into the car's interior 
where the striking of a match 
or an electrical system spark 
can set off a powerful 
explosion. . 

"If spare gasoline must be 
carried on . the road, use a 
metal or approved plastic can 
that is absolutely vapor-tight." 
Tod recommends. "Approved 
safely cans, which should be 
used elsewhere, are designed 
to vent vapors, which makes 
them unsuitable in an aut- 
omobile. Instead, use a con- 
tainer with perfect seals on 
both the cap of the fill opening 
and the pouring spout. .Also, 
never fill the container com- 
pletely - leave a little room for 
the gasoline to expand as it's 
warmed. by the heat of the day 
and of fhe car."

* NUTRITION 

Dog nutrition is really a 
simple subject. But one of the 
things that 'makes it seem 
complicated are the many 
feeding* fallacies that have 
sprung up over the years. 

Some time ago, I discussed a 
few of these fallacies like "milk 
makes worms/' (milk only 
"makes" worms when there are 
worm eggs in the milk) and 
"onions cure worms" (only 
medicine can eliminate 
worms). Here are some more of 
these common misconceptions : * 

- "A dog needs bones." 
Actually, -bones are not at all. 
necessary' for a dog, and small 
bones may splinter in his throat 
with possibly serious conse- 
quences. 

- "Raw meat will make my 
pet wild." Raw meat - if your 
dog will eat it - is often 
preferable to cooked meat 
because Cooking destroys vita- 
mins, i 

- "If my dog skips a meal 
there is something wrong with 
him." No dog starves himself. If 
he does not eat, pick up his food 
and wait until his next meal. Of 
course, if your dog shows no 
appetite for several days, see 
your veterinarian. 

- "A lot of fat in his diet will

The average d,dg needs a 
maximum of W percent fat in 
his diet. An excess will probably 
' nialie him ill. 

As to the right way to feed 
your dog, the key is a : balanced 
diet. And since most important 
food substances are not stored 
in a dog's body for any extended 
rperiod, the proper nutritional 
balance should, be maintained 
at every me'al. : 

One way to insure mainte- 
nance of a "proper balance is to 
serve your (log ready-to-eat 
food made by a reputable 
manufacturer. Your veteri- 
narian can suggest possibilities. 
There are three basic types of 
dog food: dry, moist, and 
canned. Many people think that- 
dry foods are cereal and the 
canned foods are meat. This is 
not true. Canned foods that are 
completely meat are not "dog. 
food" ih the sense that they do 
not provide a complete diet. 
There is no precise way "to 
" determine how much to feed 
your dog. One way to get an idea 
is to watch the dog as it eats. If 
he leaves his dish while there is 
still food in it, or if it stops 
eating to gaze off into space, the 
chances are you are feeding too 
much. 

A good rule is to let your dog. 
eat for 30 minutes and then pick 
up the dish and dispose of the 
uneaten portion. Feed it less the 
next day. , 

Many grown dogs require 
only one meal a day. If they are 
fed twice,' they will be eating 
more than they require. 
' Similarly, between meal snack's 
. merely spoil a dog's appetite. 
Snacks also tend to make your 
pet an annoying "beggar." 

As for care of dog food, the 
rule of human consumption 
should be followed : frozen food 
should be used soon after 
thawing; milk should be kept 
refrigerated; unused canned 
food should be kept refrigerated 
in a jar or plastic container.
